OAKHAM  RUE AL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL  -  WATER  SUBPLY*  1945 


Water  supply  in  the  Oalcham  Rural  District  is  derived  from 
both  publioly  and  privately  owned  water-undertakings  and  wells 
and  as  can  be  seen  from  the  enclosed  table  is  generally  satisfactory 
for  present  requirements  with  the  exception  of  the  village  of  Barrow 
Edith  Weston,  Whissendine ,  Cottesmore  and  Langham.  The  Oakham 
Water  Company  has  statutory  rights  of  supply  in  the  last-named 
village  and  in  other  Parishes  adjoining  the  town  of  Oakham,  which 
have  only  been  exercised  to  a  limited  degree,  and  in  the  case  of 
Manton,  these  rights  have  been  waived  to  allow  the  Council  to  provide 
a  supply  for  the  village* 

The  most  urgent  requirement  for  a  piped  water  supply  is  at 
Barrow,  where,  during  the  course  of  the  year,  the  Ministry  of  Health 
has  sanctioned  expenditure  to  extend  the  main  from  Market  Overton 
to  provide  a  sufficiency  supply  for  the  village.  The  shortage  has 
arisen  through  cuttings  by  local  Ironstone  Companies  practically 
sealing  off  the  present  supply  obtained  from  shallow  wells,  already 
condemned  as  unsatisfactory  for  drinking  purposes.  Main-laying  was 
commenced  at  the  close  of  1943>  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  new 
supply  will  be  available  for  use  early  in  1  944* 

At  Edith  Weston,  where  the  present  supply  from  shallow  wells  is 
both  insufficient  and  unsatisfactory,  a  Scheme  for  the  provision  of  a 
new  supply  from  Bmpingham  has  already  been  drawn  up  and  the  main  laid 
from  the  Waterworks  at  Empingeam  to  a  point  within  the  boundaries  of 
the  parish  of  Edith  Weston,  but  owing  to  war  conditions,  further  action 
had  had  to  be  suspended. 

Acute  shortage  has  been  experienced  during  the  latter  half  of 
1943  at  Whissendine,  and  unless  adequate  steps  arc  taken  to  augment 
the  existing  Council  supply,  the  trouble  will  no  doubt  recur.  The 
shortage  which  has  already  been  noted  in  previous  years  (particularly 
in  1  93§  and  1942)  became  mere  marked  in  1  943  owing  to  the  presence  of 
numerous  leaks  in  the  original  water  connections  and  fittings,  and 
also  through  the  large  demands  for  water  made  by  the  Agricultural 
Hostel  recently  erected  in  the  village.  Advice  on  methods  to  overcome 
the  shortage  has  been  sought  by  the  Council,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
speedy  steps  will  be  taken  to  remedy  the  deficiency* 

During  the  latter  part  of  1943,  the  private  water  supply  at 
Hambleton  Hall,  which  serves  various  premises  in  the  parish,  suddenly 
failed,  but  was  remedied  by  the  execution  of  alterations  to  the 
pumping  installation  and  has  since  given  no  further  trouble. 

Signs  of  shortage  became  apparent  during  the  year  in  the 
Parishes  of  Langham  and  Cottesmore,  where  the  existing  arrangements  of 
supply  are  hardly  sufficient.  In  ahe  case  of  Langham,  the  Oakham 
Water  Company  has  never  exercised  its  statutory  rights  of  supply. 

Constant  supply  is  maintained  in  the  water  undertakings  in  the 
District,  with  the  exception  of  Whissendino  during  the  second  half 
of  1943,  where  intermittent  periods  of  s  upply  had  to  be  adopted 
to  conservo  the  small  amount  of  water  available.  Waters  throughout 
the  aroa  are  of  the  hard  variety  and  no  cases  of  plumbo-solvency 

has  ever  been  noted  or  reported. 
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
